See Help'intimeof 
Need, p. 37, 39, 47, and Imm. Rev. p. 137. To the Precbyrerian Chnreh, 
for his Book againſt Mr. Alexander ot Leith, called, Truth*'s Defenee, and 
his Way Caſt up, againſt the Gentleman who publiſhed Mr. Ratherford's 
I.etters. And to both Presbyterians and Independents, for his Book called, 
+ Te Presbytcrian and Independent Viſible Charches, &c. Or to the Anabap-
